Data For Fish and Game Department

They also aro aware that most 
waterfowl species are bonded, 
along with upland Bonw birds. 
' Many fish, too, ore found by 
anglers to carry Jaw tags and 
dipped fins tor identification 
purposes. 

The program In' Idaho nnd 
across tho nation for banding 
senaldunv mocroura Is not so 
well known. This Is Idaho's Ho. a 
6»mo-blrd._ morn_cjLI?uiLgJl 1 y 
known as the mourning dove. Al- 
though tho hunting season on 
this elusive target is only two 
weeks, sept 1-15 this year, 'it 
will bo outranked only by King 
Pheasant with respect to num- 
. bers taken. Moreover,' the dove 
'is the -top migratory- bird In tho 
country from the standpoint of 
hunter take. Annual harvest Jlg- 
-tires- ahow-iho number of doves 
begged -by - hunters ~ exceeds . _ the 
total of all other migratory game 
birds combined. The national 
harvest total la about 30 million 
btrds In the 30 states where 
hunting Is permitted. 

And hunter interest steadily 
sains for tho shiftiest of targets, 
according to hunter question- 
naires year after year. During 
the first two weeks of September, 
probably more than 100,000 doves 
will be taken In Idaho. 

Experts soy anyone who drops 
flying doves regularly during the 
- season "has arrived" as a wlng- 
— shooter.— -In- tho -estimation -of 
many, a dovo on the wing Is the 
toughest target of all. Feathered 
missiles, ungulded. They breed 
humility among .experienced gun- 
ner* and cause overwhelming 
cmbarassment to the novlce.- 

Dove distribution bin's no 
bounds lri tho United Statu, ex- 
cluding Alaska and Hawaii. 
Among Idpho gamo birds, the 
dove is the only species known to 
raise' two or more broods regu< 
Jarly. 

Concern sometimes Is ex- 
pressed In some quarters ovei 
the national and statewide har- 
vester doves. SUih rent actually 
Is -unjustified because this Is one 
of the most closely observed birds 
of the entire country. 

During the past eight years, s 
nationwide study of the mourn- 
— Ing - dmiB—has^bMiL coordinate^ 
" by the bureau of sports fisheries 
and .wildlife. Emphasis Is placed 
l . on the annual spring census, the 
■banding program nnd the analy- 
sis of hunting season harvest In- 
formation. \ 

■ According to Charles Hayncs. 
Bolso name biologist, a few doves 
ore found -In Idaho nnd other 
north em states during, the winter, 
but the' erenie.it concentrations 
'are. located in the southern 1 
United States and' In Mexico,. 
. Band returns show that many qt 
, .pie doves which- breed In Idaho 



contribute to the Mexican win- 
tering population. 

Ho says that during March 
small numbers of doves arrive in 
Idaho from the wintering areas. 
Nesting begins soon after their 
arrival. Along the Bnako river In 
southwestern Idaho, young have 
been found In tho nest as early 
as-lhe-f Irst-weck-ln-AprlL. This 
mftnTThsr^est-bulldimr began 
at least by the middle of March, 
The breeding population contin- 
ues to build during April and 
nesting reaches its peak late in 
May. ■■ 

' Iri Idaho" there ' Is "no particular 
vegetative type preferred by 
doves as nesting habitat. Conif- 
erous forests are the least pre- 
ferred, but even here, doves 
sometimes build nests In willows 
and alders along creeks In forest 
areas. The usual number of eggs 
Is two, although sometimes there 
ls-only ane.and.the_llmlt may be 
threo or four. . 

Hayses soys that when more 
than two-eggs .aro. found In a 
nest there Is a possibility that 
more than one femalo Is ■ in- 
volved. This happens, as It docs 
with other' game birds, when a 
female Is ready to lay eggs and 
K'saUsfactory nest site has not 
been chosen.. In such cases tho 
femoies-may.-deposH-thelr eggs 
ln tho nests-ot other mourning 
doves or the nest of other species 
such as blackbirds or robins, with 
no Intention of ever Incubating 
them. '>• 

The mourning dovo is migra- 
tory and its status is defined by 
the migratory bird treat act of 
1B1B. Primary responsibility for 
dove management Is placed with 
the TJ.S. fish and wildlife service. 
However, a program which In- 
volves an important' bird popu- 
lation of nationwide distribution 
must of necessity be comprehen- 
sive enough to cover all phases of 
both" management und-rescarch. 

Annual population trend data 
must be gathered. New manage- 
ment techniques must be devel- 
oped. Studies must bo conducted 
which will give further knowl- 
edge of habitat requirements. 
The structure of dovo popula- 
tions must bo examined. Past re- 
search must be analysed. And, 
there must be law enforcement. 

All this odds up to a pretty 
large Job and the US. fish and 
wildlife service has neither the 
personnel nor the fundi to han- 
dle-It all. Thus, according to 
Hayncs, there, must be coopera- 
tion from outside sources.' State 
fish and game department per- 
sonnel, students and staff mem- 
bers' from universities, and col' 



legee, wildlife organizations, and 
private citizens all are parts of 
this cooperative effort 

With tho opening of hunting 
seasons on mourning doves and 
cottontail rabbits Sept. 1, and 
tho final •■big push" by fisher- 
men over tho long Labor day 
week-end, all. outdoor recreation- 
lata are reminded- of- the existing 
cxtreme'TfrB^iaiart^n-nU-pftrts 
of the state. Most people are 
more 1 cautious than usual when 
fire danger Is greatest. Neverthe- 
less, a reminder Is in order be- 
cause one spark from a match, 
cigarette, pipe or campflre Is 
enough to touch off a large tim- 
ber or range fire. 

Hunters, especially those using 
dogs, aro urged to skirt unin- 
vested seed crops when looking 
for doves or rabbits. The seed 
pods- shatter easily, thus wasting 
thousands of dollars over the 
etnte.- The- department has print- 
ed posters available free to form- 
ers which Varna of this' dinger. 

Hunters also must exorcist 
good outdoor manners around 
livestock, farm buildings, fences 



and the like. Oood landhotder- 
sportsmen relations are the only 
way that ' this kind or outdoor 
recreation can be continued on 
private lands.
